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CONGRESS ACTS TO 
SUPPORT HAM RADIO 


A joint congressional resolution sup- 
porting Amateur Radio was successfully 
passed through both houses of Congress in 
the wee hours of the morning of October 7. 
The bill asks for “reasonable accommoda- 
tion” in the operation of Amateur Radio in 
homes, automobiles and public places. It 
was a last ditch effort by Senators Charles 
Robb, Wendell Ford and Alan Simpson to 
make Senate Joint Resolution 90 a reality. 

The bill passed on the floor of the 
Senate under unanimous consent at 12:10 
a.m.. It then went to the House of Represen- 
tatives. There it was brought up by Con- 
gressman Al Swift, and passed unanimous- 
ly at 2:45 a.m. 

Patricia Spurlock, a staffer for Senator 
Robb, and Stephanie Vance, a staffer for 
Congressman Mike Kreidler, worked over- 
time on the bill. You may remember that it 
was Kreidler who introduced the original 
House version. Passage was assisted by the 
efforts of David Leach, counsel to the House 
Energy Commerce Committee, along with 
Jerry Waldron and Colin Crowell of the 
House Telecommunication and Finance 
Subcommittee. Not since the days when 
Barry Goldwater, K7UGA served in the 
senate has Amateur Radio seen this kind of 
support from Capitol Hill.

FCC Opens Toll-Free Phone to Field License Questions 


The FCC has instituted a toll-free phone 
line at its Gettysburg, PA licensing division 
for customer service inquiries. Amateurs 
may call (800) 322-1117 weekdays be- 
tween 8 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. Eastern Time 
for direct assistance; at other times callers 
will be connected to an automated informa- 
tion system with recorded messages on 
interference complaints. 

Other messages regard fee information 
and processing times. A touch Tone tele- 
phone is required for the automated system. 

The FCC said the new service was part 
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of its response to a presidential order that 
the federal government be “‘customer driv- 
en.” The FCC said it used a series of focus 
groups to identify the desire for an 800 
number at its licensing division. 

“Within the next 18 months,” the FCC 
said, “customer service standards will be 
developed for other areas of Commission 
operations to ensure that FCC customers 
receive the highest quality of service possi- 
ble. As these new standards become avail- 
able, the FCC will inform its customers.”

The Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, responding to a complaint about a 
Florida based licensing mill has teamed up 
with the FCC’s Miami office to act in the 
case. As a result, an investment company 
brokering the sale of Specialized Mobile 
Radio System and Private Carrier licenses 
as investments through infomercial televi- 
sion advertising is now charged with inter- 
state fraud. The FCC Miami Office provid- 
ed information about licensing procedures 
and developed facts that showed the invest- 
ment firm had been charging an average of 
$7,000 for each license. The SEC has seized 
the company and issued a temporary re- 
straining order against its owners doing 
further business. Before it was able to stop 
the scheme some 12,000 investors had been 
dinged.

The recent article in the Blurb (October 1994, page 15) 
regarding Loran was a valiant effort to keep the old fire 
horse from being retired. 

GPS (Global Positioning System) is inexpensive (about 
$500 for a hand-held unit), more accurate than Loran (GPS 
is approved by the FAA for enroute, and approaches to an 
airport, in weather conditions consisting of poor visibili- 
ty and low ceilings/clouds), and is not affected by terrain 
or atmospherics (fading). 

Loran is good, GPS is better.
